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This is a decision on the petition under 37 CFR 1. 137(b), filed by facsimile on March 22, 2002, to 
revive the above-identified application. 1 

The petition is GRANTED 

A final Office Action was mailed on June 25, 2001, setting forth a 3 -month shortened statutory 
reply period. A proposed amendment, timely filed on January 24, 2002 2 ("1/24/02 proposed 
amendment"), did not place the application in condition for allowance and was not entered. 3 The 
application thus became abandoned on October 26, 2001. 4 The petition precedes the mailing of a 
notice of abandonment. 

The instant petition encloses an RCE and the requisite "submission" as reply to the June 25, 2001 
final Office Action; 5 an authorization to charge the $370 RCE filing fee (small entity) and the

5 The "required reply" under 37 CFR 1 . 1 37(b)(1) for reviving an application abandoned due 
to failure to timely and properly respond to a final Office action, as is in the instant case, must be the filing 
of: (1) a continuing application under 37 CFR 1.53(b); (2) a request for continued examination (RCE) by 
filing a submission under 37 CFR L 1 14 (for utility or plant applications filed on or after 6/8/95); (3) a notice 
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$640 petition fee (small entity) to Deposit Account No. 08-1310; and a statement that the entire 
delay in filing the required reply from its due date until the filing of a grantable petition pursuant 
to 37 CFR 1 .137(b) was unintentional The petition is thus granted. 

The Office also acknowledges receipt on February 19, 2002 of an assignment document for 
recordation. 6
